The Pioneer pottery, of Wellsville, 
has been purchased by Monroe Pat­ 
terson, of this city, and the property 
is now in his possession. 
The final arrangements were made 
last night when the stockholders of 
the plant met and decided to abide by 
the proposition made to Mr. Patter­ 
son by I. 13. Clark. The sale w’as fixed 
pp at once and the pottery turned over 
to Mr. Patterson. 
Mr. Patterson this morning 
stated 
that he had purchased the pottery for 
a company to be 
organized in 
this 
city, but that lie was not now prepared 
to give out the names of the company. 
as all details were not complete, but 
that they would meet next week and 
organize. 
The pottery will be put 
in 
good 
shape at once, but how soon. it will 
be started depends largely on how 
long it 
will take to get in the new 
railroad switch, as it was purchased 
with the understanding that a switch 
Tonld lie put in and the matter will 
be investigated before the pottery is 
pat in operation. 
Mr. Patterson sta- 
*ed that he didn’t know whether he 
would start the 
plant 
unless 
the 
switch is put in. 
The Pioneer is a four-kiln 
plant, 
hut before it is put in operation an­ 
other kiln and possibly two kilns will 
be built, making it a six-kiln factory. 
The price paid is not given out, and 
the only thing Mr. Patterson would 
say in regard to the matter wras that 
be gave $1 and other valuable con­ 
sideration for it. It is estimated that 
the property sold for not less 
than 
$25,000. 
The name of the new' company will 
probably be the Wellsville 
Pottery 
company, and will be capitalized at 
$100,000. 
They 
will 
manufacture 
white ware.

These tents are covered with cloth, 
heated by a stove aud lighted usually 
by a lantern.

The decision was rendered in 
th e cast's of Click M itchell, hanged by a 
mob at U rbana, and J . W . Caldwell, 
w ho was shot and beaten by strikers at 
Cleveland. 
The present law was draw n 
by Albion W. Tourges, the celebrated 
ju rist and novelist. 
A form er law wa* 
declared 
u neon sri rational, because it 
fixed a specific am ount th a t could be re­ 
covered as damages. 
The.Tourgee law sim ply fixes a m axi­ 
m um of dam ages th a t m ay be collected, 
$600 in case of slight injury, $1,000 in 
case of serious in ju ry and $5,000 in ease 
the death of the victim resulted. 
The 
decision in the Caldwell case is a most 
im portant one. 
Caldw ell took the place 
of one of the m en w ho w ent out on a 
strike at the Brown H oisting com pany’s 
plant in Cleveland. 
H e w as assaulted 
by strikers, being h it on the head w ith 
a glass insulator, and wits shot in the 
leg. 
He held th at th e commissioners 
did not afford him the proper protec­ 
tion and sued. He lost in both the lower 
courts. The supreme court reverses both 
the low er courts.

C hicago, April 17.—W ith only one 
dissenting vote the report of the com­ 
m ittee to which was referred the re­ 
quest of Dr. Newell Dwight Ilillis, of 
Brooklyn, th at his nam e be erased from 
the rolls of the Chicago presbytery, was 
adopted by that body at its regular 
m eeting, 
It granted his request. 
The 
questions of Presbyterian doctrine raised 
by Dr. Hillis in his sermon at Plym outh 
church, Brooklyn, did not, however, 
have any bearing on the acceptance or 
rejection of Dr. H illis’ resignation. The 
com m ittee reported that it had further 
correspondence with Dr. Hillis on the 
subject, and that in his second letter the 
Brooklyn divine had again asked that 
his nam e be erased from the rolls of the 
presbytery. 
The presbytery*, by a unanim ous vote, 
adopted a set of resolutions, introduced 
by Dr. H errick Johnson, president of 
McCormick Theological seminar}*, over­ 
turing the general assembly to appoint 
a com m ittee to report on the general 
question of Presbyterian creed. 
The resolutions were as follows: 
In view of til** widespread misunderstanding 
of what th** thing* ar*’ that are most surely be­ 
lieved by our beloved Presbyterian church: 
and, 
In view cg the archaic forma in which some 
of the doctrines of our church have expression 
in the historic confession of fa ith ; and. 
In view of th* 
gross misrepresentations of 
our faith that claims to find their justification 
in these existing forms. 
We, the presbytery of Chicago, do overturn 
the general assembly to appoint a committee 
to take into consideration this whole matter of 
a restatem ent of our doctrinal standard, and 
to report to the next assembly following what, 
in their judgm ent, should be the action of our 
church on this subject.

Tin* point where the sergeant fell is 
known as Post IO, which was in charge 
of Corporal McDowell. It is situated on 
top of the hill near Little Italy, where 
armed strikers wTere seen drilling or 
marching about brandishing rifles and 
shotguns. The spot is high over the 
huge pile of masonry, aud from it oue 
can command a view of the country for 
miles on each side up and down the Cro­ 
ton valley. 
Douglass was talking to 
Corporal McDowell and the other mem­ 
bers of the guard when he suddenly 
clasped his hands to his stomach aud 
said: 
•Toad, boys; I ’m shot,” and then fell 
to the ground. It was pitch dark at the 
time, but McDowell and the others 
fired a volley into a clump of bushes 
nearby without hitting anyone. No one 
saw tile flash or heard the sound of tho 
shot wThieh killed Douglass, aud it wus 
a most mysterious affair.

One 
Italian is charged with the wholesale 
crime, hut it is believed that he is 
already beyond the reach of the law, as 
a man answering his description was 
ground under a train at South Fork. 
The rowr occurred at the home of a 
French woman, known as Mrs. Stuex, 
until a couple of weeks ago, at which 
time she married un Italian. The place 
has been known as a “speakeasy.” 
The dead are: Johu Halverson, a 
Swede; Ed P. McCaule/, an American; 
Oust Grieyback, a Slav; Samuel Shives, 
an American. 
Some of these are victims of a revol­ 
ver and some of the deadly stiletto, the 
two wounded men. Thomas Kipling aud 
“Jerk” Buck walter, both being wound­ 
ed with the latter instrument. 
There 
were a dozen or more men iii the house 
when the affray occurred, but none of 
them can be found, and it is impossible 
to learn even the name of the murderer 
or any facts concerning him, beyond 
that he wore a slouch hat, slightly 
creased. 
Mrs. Stuex aud two other women, who 
were inmates of the house, are under 
arrest, aud the place is being guarded 
by men 
with 
Winchesters. 
Various 
stories are afloat as to the cause of the 
row, but the women refuse to talk. 
One story is that Mrs. Stuex angered 
the murderer by giving too much atten­ 
tion to other men, another that the fight 
was over a game of cards, and a third 
that it was the result of bad blood over 
the strike at the Horatio mine. 
Rough treatment will probably be ac­ 
corded the murderer if it proves that he 
is still alive and he is caught.

B o s t o n, April 17.—The Rev. Rock­ 
well Clancy, a missionary at Allahabad, 
who is visiting his brother in Medford, 
said iii part: 
“The condition of famine stricken 
India today is something perfectly awful 
to contemplate. 
I cannot tell anything 
about the number dying, but when I 
left Bombay last February there were 
some bO,OOO,OOO jieople suffering and 
over 110,000,000 wTere iii dire distress and 
of these but 5,000,000 were receiving 
government aid. 
“ When the famine set in people be­ 
gan to sell everything they had that 
they might get a little grain for food. 
They toiik the doors from their houses 
and sold them; sold their furniture and 
farming utensils and then when they 
lied no longer anything to sell, they 
sold their children. The boys don't sell 
well, and the traffic is largely in girls. 
“I saw girls in one town just before I 
came away being sold for 30 cents apiece. 
But they won’t buy the boys, so when 
the jiaronts can no longer support their 
children they abandon them.”

"Oue reason that I have for believing 
the evidence of my own senses In this 
matter is that on several occasions the 
apparition of my own personality has 
presented Itself to other persons In 
places where my body was not at the 
time. Some years ago I was in Chica­ 
go at an ordinary evening party with 
about 40 friends, when an individual 
in Washington, who did not even know 
where I was. was visited by my phan­ 
tasm and received from It a brief mes­ 
sage stating where I was at the time 
ami giving the names of two or three 
ut the guests present—persons with 
whom the observer was unacquainted. 
This was one of the rare cases where 
a ghost made itself audible.

W a s h in g t o n , April 17.—The m e a s­ 
ures directed against trusts were deter­ 
mined upon by the special sub-com­ 
mittee ou trusts of the house judiciary 
committee. 
As agreed upon the remedy 
is twofold, namely, a 
constitutional 
amendment giving congress full power 
to deal wit h trusts, and a new anti-trust 
law making the following extensions to 
the HUerman act: 
First—Requiring the 
branding

marking of trust made goods shipped 
out of a state, so as to be easily identi­ 
fied as the product of a trust. 
fcyvond — Prohibiting the interstate 
traffic of trust made goods not so brand­ 
ed aud making them subject to seisure 
aud condemnation. 
Third—lit*quiring corp*>rations having 
a capital over $1,000,000. or doing an an­ 
nual business of $1,000,000, to file a re­ 
port of their affairs with the secretary 
of state. 
Fourth—Providing 
the 
iujuction 
against 
combinations 
sending rrast- 
made goods from state to state to for­ 
eign countries. 
Fifth—Prohibiting the 
use of the 
mails to concerns aud their officials 
prove u to be trusts.

The law provides that 
the heirs of any person who is lynched 
may collect $5,000 from the commission­ 
ers in the county in which the affaii 
occurs. 
The decision was rendered iii 
the cases of Click Mitchell, hanged by a 
mob at Urbana, and J. W. Caldwell, 
who was shot and beaten by strikers at 
Cleveland. 
The present law was drawn 
by Albion W. Tourges, the celebrated 
jurist and novelist. 
A former law was 
declared 
unconstitutional, because it 
fixed a specific amount that could be re­ 
covered as damages. 
The.Tourgee law simply fixes a maxi­ 
mum of damages that may be collected, 
$600 in case of slight injury, $1,000 in 
case of serious injury and $5,000 in case 
the death of the victim resulted. 
The 
decision in the Caldwell case is a most 
important one. Caldwell took the place 
of one of the men who went out on a 
strike at the Brown Hoisting company’s 
plant in Cleveland. 
He was assaulted 
bv strikers, being hit on the head with 
u glass insulator, aud whs shot in the 
leg. 
He held that the commissioners 
did not afford him the proper protec­ 
tion and sued. He lost in both the lower 
courts. The supreme court reverses both 
the lower courts.

C roton L a n d in g , N. Y., April 17.- 
The first bloodshed as the outcome of 
Ihe strike at the Cornell dam was the 
life’s blood of Sergeant Robert Doug­ 
las, of the Eleventh separate company, 
of Mount Vernon, who was shot dead 
bv an unknown assassin while he was 
relieving guard. 
The wildest excite­ 
ment prevailed throughout the camp as 
boud as tho news of the assassination 
gpread to the different tents, aud the 
lubbers are frantic over the crime. 
The point where the sergeant fell is 
known as Post IO, which was in charge 
of Corporal McDowell. It is situated on 
tup of the hill near Little Italy, where 
armed strikers were seen drilling or 
marching about brandishing rifles and 
ehutguns. 
The spot is high over the 
huge pile of masonry, and from it one 
can com man d a view of the country for 
miles on each side up and down the Cro­ 
ton valley. 
Douglass was talking to 
Corporal McDowell and the other mem­ 
bers of the guard when he suddenly 
clasped his hands to his stomach and 
said: 
•Toad, boys; I ’m shot,” and then fell 
to the ground. 
It was pitch dark at the 
time, but McDowell and the others 
fired a volley into a clump of bushes 
nearby without hitting anyone. No one 
saw the flash or heard the sound of tho 
shot which killed Douglass, aud it was 
a most mysterious affair.

B o sto n , April 17.—The Rev. Rock­ 
well Clancy, a missionary at Allahabad, 
who is visiting his brother in Medford, 
said in part: 
The condition of famine stricken 
India today is something perfectly awful 
to contemplate. 
I cannot tell anything 
about the number dying, but when I 
left Bombay last February there were 
some fiO,OOO,OOO people suffering and 
over 30,OOO,(XX) were in dire distress aud 
of these but 5,(XX),OOO were receiving 
government aid. 
When the famine set iii people be­ 
gan to sell everything they had that 
they m ight get a little grain for food. 
They took the doors from their houses 
and sold them; sold their furniture and 
farm ing utensils and then when they 
had no longer anything to sell, they 
sold their children. 
The boys don't sel 
well, and the traffic is largely in girls. 
“ I saw girls in one town just before I 
came away being sold for 30 cents apiece 
But they won’t buy the boys, so when 
the parents can no longer support their 
children they abandon them .”

J o h n sto w n , Pa., April 17.—Four per 
sons are dead and two are dangerously 
wounded at the m ining town of W ind­ 
ber, near here, as the result of a drunken 
row in a disorderly house there. 
One 
Italian is charged w ith the wholesale 
crime, but it is believed that he is 
already beyond the reach of the law, as 
a man answering his deseription was 
ground under a train at South Fork. 
The row occurred at the home of a 
French woman, known as Mrs. Stuex, 
until a couple of weeks ago, at which 
time she m arried an Italian. 
The place 
has been known as a “ speakeasy.”

I good many dead persons,” said the 
j doctor one day. 
"I remember one oc- 
j easion when I had Just gone to bed, 
I Hie light being turned out, I was com­ 
posing myself to slumber when I sud­ 
denly became aware of a presence in 
the room. 
The impression convoyed 
to my mind was that It was the pres 
once of a certain person lately deceas­ 
ed. with whom I had been on very In­ 
timate terms. 
In fact, I felt an over­ 
powering sense of the nearness of the 
individual in question. 
"About 
tile 
same 
moment 
there 
arose slowly from the floor a neb ti lout* 
mass of what looked like shining 
white vapor, which began to take 
shape, as did the smoke from the cas­ 
ket opened by tile fisherman In the 
'Arabian Nights’ ' tales. 
Gradually It 
assumed a more distinct outline, un­ 
til it presented a radiant image of my 
friend, 
The lips appeared to move, 
and from them came an intelligible ut­ 
terance. a message In short, from the 
departed. 
I do not care to say what 
that message was. 
“ I can assure you that the vision was 
no dream, and the nature of the mes­ 
sage was such as to eliminate, to my 
own satisfaction at all events, the the­ 
ory of hallucination. What, then, was 
this shape of shining white vapor? 
Was it a human soul? It is a question 
pregnant with intense interest. 
“Each of us, I believe, lias in him a 
ghost, which ordinarily Is confined to 
th** precincts of the body. 
When I 
die, my ghost leaves my hotly perma­ 
nently. aud, having doue so, perhaps It 
may continue to be tile vehicle and 
means of expression of conscious will, 
memory and understanding. 
St. Paul 
says, ‘There is a natural body and a 
spiritual body.’ 
It Is of the spiritual 
body tiiat I am speak lug. 
“Our senses take cognizance of no 
forms of matter except those which 
are in a certain degree of condensa­ 
tion. but the spiritual body may be of 
a more rarefied aud tenuous substance. 
The nounppearanee of ghosts to us 
may be a question uot of the existence 
of specters, but of the kcuteness of our 
perceptive faculties. 
“My own experience Is that the com­ 
ing of au apparition la always preced­ 
ed by a curious sensation which I call 
the ’ghost chill.’ 
When this symptom 
arrives, the threshold of consciousness 
scents to lie shifted to the extent of 
reude-»ng 
possible a perception of 
sometuing ordinarily Invisible. 
The 
change is usually very brief, lasting 
oul.v a few seconds, during which the 
manifestation occurs. 
“One reason that I have for believing 
tile evidence of my own senses In this 
matter is that on several occasions the 
apparition of my own personality has 
presented Itself to other persona In 
places where my body was not at the 
time. Some years ago I was In Chica­ 
go at an ordinary evening party with 
about 40 friends, when an individual 
in W&shiugtou, who did not even know 
where I was, was visited by my phan­ 
tasm and received from It a brief mes­ 
sage stating where I was at the time 
and giving the names of two or three 
of the guests p recu t—persons with 
whom tile observer was unacquainted. 
This was one of the rare cases where 
a ghost made itself audible. 
“You ask what would happen if one 
should approach a ghost such as I have 
described and try to touch it. My re­ 
ply is that there would certainly be no 
danger iu doing so, for specters never 
do anybody any barm, the fear of them 
entertained by most people being sim­ 
ply a dread of that which is unknown 
md not understood. 
Whatever Is un- 
kuowu is always terrible. 
But the 
phantom is composed of matter too 
tenuous to present any obstacle, and 
I do not doubt that It would dissolve 
md disappear lf you attempted to 
walk through it.”~W>«htnrt^n pod.

These lines

are “taking holt,” is certainly wonder’ 
ful. 
I have known one man to catch 
100 [>ounds in less than one hour. This

The law provides that 
the heirs of any person who is lynched 
may collect $5,000 from the commission­ 
ers iti the county in which the aff'aii 
occurs. 
The decision was rendered in 
the eases of ( ’lick Mitchell, hanged by a 
mob at Urhaua. and J. W. Caldwell, 
who was shot and beaten by strikers at 
Cleveland, 
The present law was drawn 
by Albion W. Tonrges, the celebrated 
jurist and novelist. 
A former law wa* 
declared 
unconstitutional, because it 
fixed a specific amount tliat could be re- 
oovered as damages. 
The.Tourgee law simply fixes a maxi­ 
mum of damages that may be oolleet«*d, 
$600 in case of slight injury, $1,000 in 
case of serious injury and $5,000 in case 
the death of the victim resulted. 
The 
decision in the Caldwell case is a most 
im portant one. 
Caldwell took the place 
of one of the men who went out on a 
strike at the Brown Hoisting conqiauy’s 
plant in Cleveland. 
He was assaulted 
bv strikers, being hit on the head with 
a glass insulator, and was shot in the 
leg. 
He held that the commissioners 
did not afford him the proper protec­ 
tion ami sut*d. He lost in botn the lower 
courts. The supreme court reverses both 
the lower courts.
